DEPARTMENT OF SURGERY 
MARKS FIFTIETH YEAR 


In 1922, the University’s Department of 
Surgery was established with the appointment 
of F. H. MEWBURN as the first Professor and 
Chairman of the Department. 

This year, to mark the fiftieth anniversary, 
members of the department have organized a 
three-day conference featuring lectures by 
seven world-renowned surgeons and seminars 
by staff members in the various divisions of 
the department. The conference opened today 
at 9 a.m. and will continue until late Saturday 
afternoon. 

According to R. A. MAC BETH, Professor of 
Surgery and Chairman of the department, “The 
program is aimed at people who did their 
post-graduate training here and had a very 
intimate relationship with the University. 
Most of the guests will be those doctors who 
did their residence training here after the war. 
Invitations also have been extended to all sur- 
gical specialists in the four Western provinces. 

“The highlight of the program will be the 
seven guest lecturers. We have a very good 
representation of the outstanding people in all 
surgical specialties from around the English- 
speaking world. The remainder of the surgical 
program, put on by members of our own staff, 
will be designed to answer the question, ‘What 
has gone on in The University of Alberta 
Department of Surgery since you took your 
training here?’ ”

BOARD OF GOVERNORS

The University Board of Governors and its 
Executive Committee met Friday, May 5, 1972. 


VICE-PRESIDENT (FINANCE AND 
ADMINISTRATION) APPOINTED 

LORNE C. LEITCH, Associate Vice-President 
(Finance and Administration) since 1969, has 
been named to succeed D. GORDON TYNDALL, 
who is resigning as Vice-President (Finance 
and Administration). Dr. Tyndall will remain 
on staff, serving half-time as the University’s 
Investments Officer and half-time as Professor 
of Finance in the Faculty of Business Admin- 
istration and Commerce. The appointments 
become effective July 1, 1972. 

Professor Leitch came to the University in 
1961 as Associate Professor of Finance. He 
had received his Bachelor of Laws degree 
(honors) from the University of Manitoba 
Law School in 1949 and his Master of Business 
Administration in Finance from the University 
of Chicago School of Business in 1951. In 
1952 he was called to the Manitoba Bar, and 
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he later worked for the Great West Life 
Assurance Company. 

Three years after his arrival at The 
University of Alberta, Professor Leitch was 
named Acting Chairman of the Division of 
Business Operations. He also became a member 
of the Executive Committee of the Faculty of 
Business Administration and Commerce. In 
1968 he was made a full professor and, later 
that year, Acting Dean of the faculty. 

The Board does not expect to name a new 
Associate Vice-President at this time. 


NEW ATHLETICS DIVISION 

Board members approved a proposal to 
establish a Division of Intra-mural and Inter- 
collegiate Athletics within the Faculty of 
Physical Education. 

The new division, which will not result in 
any increased costs, will allow for internal 
adjustments in the faculty to provide a more 
efficient program in athletics, recreation, and 
professional causes. 


LAW QUOTA 

Approval was given to the Faculty of Law’s 
request for a quota on the number of students 
admitted to the first-year program. The 
proposal was approved by General Faculties 
Council at the April 24 meeting (see FOLIO, 
May 4, 1972). 


MICHENER PARK 

Rental rates at the University’s married 
students’ quarters will increase by $6 per 
month, effective September 1, 1972. Present 
rates range from $131 to $133 per month. 

The increase is expected to put the operation 
of the Michener Park residences on a break- 
even basis by the 1973-74 academic year, 
provided there are no substantial increases in 
operating costs. 

The Board Building Committee has awarded 
contracts for additional development of 
Michener Park. Joslyn and Olsen Contractors 
Ltd. of Edmonton will construct 88 low rise 
units, to be completed this fall, at a cost of 
$1,021,858; a high rise tower containing 161 
units, scheduled for completion in the fall of 
1973, will be built by Fidelity Construction 
Ltd. of Edmonton. The high rise contract is 
for $1,967,437. 


CAPITAL BUDGET 

The University’s 1972-73 capital budget of 
$22,829,000 was presented to the Board. More 
than half of the amount—$11,981,000—will 
be used for Fine Arts, Arts II, Education II, 
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Chemistry II, Rutherford Library II, and 
Engineering II, all of which are under 
construction at this time. An additional $3 
million will be used to complete the Basic 
Medical Sciences building. 

Furnishings and equipment have been 
allocated $4,332,000, and $1,200,000 will be 
used for alterations and renovations. The 
balance will be used for such things as off- 
campus facilities, utilities, site planning and 
development, and special projects. 


APPOINTMENTS 


J. PETER MEEKISON, Associate Dean of the 
Faculty of Graduate Studies and Research, has 
been named Chairman of the Department of 
Political Science. 

The appointment becomes effective July 1, 
1972. In succeeding GRANT R. DAVY, Dr. Meek- 
ison will vacate his position as Associate Dean. 

Prior to joining the staff here in 1967, Dr. 
Meekison attended the University of British 
Columbia where he obtained a Bachelor of 
Applied Science degree in Mechanical Engi- 
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neering and a Bachelor of Arts degree in 
Political Science. He received his Master of 
Arts degree from the University of Western 
Ontario and his PhD from Duke University in 
Durham, North Carolina. 

He was appointed Associate Professor of 
Political Science after two years here and, the 
same year, became Associate Chairman of the 
department. He was named Acting Chairman in 
1970 and accepted his present position in 1971. 

During his academic career, Dr. Meekison 
was awarded several scholarships and fellow- 
ships, including a Commonwealth Studies 
Centre Fellowship and a University of Western 
Ontario Fellowship. He also was editor of the 
book, Canadian Federalism: Myth or Reality.

ROBERT G. GLASSFORD, Associate Professor, 
will become Chairman of the Department of 
Physical Education on July 1 of this year. He 
succeeds MAX HOWELL, who left the University 
last December to accept a position at San 
Diego State University, California. Dr. Glass- 
ford has been Acting Chairman since that time. 

He received his Bachelor of Physical 
Education degree from the University of 
British Columbia in 1959, and his teaching 
certificate the following year. He attended The 
University of Alberta, where he obtained his 
Master of Arts degree, and was appointed 
Assistant Professor of Physical Education here 
in 1965. Dr. Glassford then went to the 
University of Illinois, where he received his 
PhD in 1970 before returning to Alberta as an 
Associate Professor.
